As a psychologist, Mr. Bruce is per- 
haps better known than as an his- 
torian. He was a most 9htimate asso- 
ciate of that great psychologist, the 
late Prof. William James, brother of 
Henry James, the novelist. Mr. Bruce 
has written many popular articles on 
mental subjects and two books, ‘‘The 
Riddle of Personality,” and ‘Historic 
Ghost and Ghost Hunters.” But 
psychology to him is only a means 
of hatartite his historical plans. He 
has just finished assisting Ambassa- 
dor Bryce in the revision of his great

Although the question was in itself 
a small one, it involved a laige matter 
of the right of railway companies toj 
muke exclusive agreements of the 
kind. An adverse decision to the com- 
pany was given some time ago and 
Mr. Tate was desirious of gaining a 
rehearing. 

“You piled trunks and baggage up 
so that ladies couid not get ircm the 
train to Mr. Pure Il’s cab,” said 
Judge Mabee. “Why your agreement 
means that my coachman couldn’t 
meet me at the station to take me 
home.” 

“We could modify such agreement,” 
suggested Mr. Tate. 

“T wouldn’t modify such an agree- 
ment, I would wipe it out of exist- 
ence altogether,” replied the chair- 
man.
